WHO'S   DOING  WHOSE   "THING"? 


by  EVE  F.  KRAFT, 

Princeton   Community  Tennis  Program 


There  is  so  much  we  would  like  our  youngsters  lo  have 
and  to  achieve. 

So  we  overexpose  and  overprogram  them  —  oflen  too 
soon  and  loo  much. 

Oflen,  sadly  enough,  oblivious  lo  Iheir  own  interesls, 
lalenls  and  needs, 

This  phenomenon  happens  in  ihe  academic  world;  it 
occurs  in  the  field  of  music  and  art.  Particularly,  it 
lypifies  the  realm  of  sports. 

A  classic  example  is  Ihe  Orange  Bowl  junior  tennis 
tournament  I  wilncssed  many  years  ago  in  Florida  for 
10  year  olds  and  under- 

One  reporter  remarked:  "The  evenl  was  marked  by 
lears,  cticaling.  ond  parenls!" 

Tho  anxiety  lo  please  parenls  Is  so  great  thai  Ihe 
tears  and  cheating  inevitably  result  Irom  Iremendous  in- 
ner tension.  A  child,  when  his  mother  and-or  father  hang 
hiiMililcssly   on  each  point,    feels  ohligaled  to  win  at 

Is  11  worlh  it?  We  don'l  believe  so.  Not  jusl  al  age 
10  —  bul  al  any  ago. 

Aware  of  such  pitfalls  we  have  gradually  decided  lo 
adhere  lo  Ihe  following  tenets,  regardless  of  parental 
pressure  (Wo  also  feel  thai  these  principles  apply  lo 
olher  endeavors  nol  jusl  lo  lennls.) 

(1)  We  believe  in  nol  slarling  a  child  in  formal  tennis 
lessons  loo  soon  —  third  grade  is  time  enough. 

II  inslrucllon  begins  too  early,  Ihe  child  whose  motor 
abilily  is  nol  yol  ready  becomes  frustrated.  He  oflen 
gives  up. 

Tho  well-coordinated  youngster,  on  Ihe  olher  hand,  oflen 
peaks  loo  soon  ond  becomes  bored  wilh  Ihe  game,  jusl 
when  he's  old  enough  lo  forgo  ahead  on  his  own  iniilallvfl 
al  tho  Junior  high  or  high  school  level. 

(2)  Wo  try  nol  lo  rush  the  very  young  heginner,  even 
If  ho  shows  fjxceplion.il  promise. 

Lol  young  children  master  Ihe  new  skills  gradually 
—  onjoylng  Ihe  sociability  of  Iheir  own  per>r  group. 

Il's  like  Iho  roller  skating  Iwins  —  one  begins  loo 
soon,  Iho  olher  at  on  optimum  lime.  Yet,  theii  skaling 
ability  eventually  roaches  Ihe  same  level. 

(3)  A  corollary  lesson  is  thai  we  try  never  to  write 
oil  Iho  slower  learner,  and  similarly,  never  lo  be  over- 
confident that  Iho  early  bloomer  will  continue  to  flourish. 

Bolh  groups  have  surprises  in  slore  for  us.  So  we 
paronls  and  educators  must  be  wary  lo  develop  our 
alllludes  accordingly.  Allow  lime  lor  the  late  starters  lo 
gather  steam  and  confidence;  pate  Ihe  eager  beavers  so 
they  don't  burn  oul  loo  Quickly. 


(4)  We  Iry  to  resist  any  nndue  pressure  to  "create 
champions"  as  a  primary  goal  of  our  program. 

We're  cerlainly  dedicated  lo  quality  instruction  —  and 
lo  opening  up  opporlunilies  for  advanced  training.  But 
when?  How?  And  with  which  sludents? 

Very  few,  we  find,  are  interested  in  intensive  tourna- 
ment play.  Only  a  handful  wish  lo  lake  the  inordinate 
amount  of  lime  required  to  be  a  genuine  champion. 

Most  youngslers  (and  adults,  loo)  play  for  exercise, 
for  fun  and  relaxation.  Yet.  parents  often  criticize  us 
for  nol  being  more  high-powered  in  frying  to  develop  their 
son  or  daughter  inlo  a  'op,  winning  player.  Our  question 
is  always  —  Is  it  ihe  child's  wish  lo  enier  competition 
or  is  il  the  parents'? 

(5)  Doesn't  the  problem  boil  down  to  deciding  which 
are  our  dreams  for  oor  children  —  and  which  are  theirs? 

We  feel  our  primary  role  as  educators  is  lo  provide 
Ihe  lype  of  instruction  and  program  whereby  motivation 
for  improvement  eventually  comes  from  students,  not 
from  parenls.  Would-be  tournament  players  are  cerlainly 
encouraged  —  bul  we  keep  working  toward  a  goal 
whereby  such  single-minded  emphasis  ■ —  if  il  develops 
al  all  —  comes  from  within  the  youngster  himself. 

(6)  As  a  result  of  our  slruggles  on  how  lo  handle 
parenls  and  competilion,  another  concept  lhat  has  taken 
hold  in  the  program:  stronger  understanding  of  the  ira- 
porlance  of  allowing  lor  and  appreciating  individual  dif- 
ferences, limitations,  and  interests. 

We're  as  proud  of  ihe  poorly  coordinaled  child  who 
has  progressed  enough  to  find  one  other  player  of  his 
abilily  wilh  whom  he  can  enjoy  the  game  as  we  are  of 
ihe  trophy  winner.
